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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Hendricks in 
view of Smith. 

2. Hendricks discloses the device substantially as claimed where: members 14 and 40 
comprise a frame with an upper surface; 12a-12d are a plurality of dial indicator gauges with 
protruding compressible parts; The outline formed by the legs of the frame form a ring (see FIG 
9, for example); the legs act as handles; and the method claims will inherently be performed if 
the Hendricks device is used for the known purpose of measuring a movable electrode or 
movable cathode in an etching device. However, Hendricks does not disclose that the gauges do 
not extend above the flat surface as claimed. Smith discloses how a distance measuring dial 
gauge 10 niay be mounted in a flat surface 20 and not extending above the upper surface of the 
flat portion for the purpose of preventing the gauge from interfering with a piece of work on the 
surface. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to mount 
gauges in the manner taught by Smith in the upper surface of the Hendricks device for the 
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purpose of preventing the gauges from interfering with a piece of work placed on top of the 
Hendricks device.
